Imagine traveling faster than 
the speed of sound. The 
Bloodhound 
Supersonic Car 
(SSC) will be 

the first car to attempt to break the i,ooo-mile-an- 
hour barrier. (The current record is 763 miles an hour.) 

A concept for now, the rocket-shaped car gets its initial 
push to 350 miles an hour from a jet engine. Then a 
rocket fires up, blasting the SSC past 1,000 miles an 
hour. In order to keep the car streamlined, the driver 
lies back at a 45-degree angle in a bathtub-shaped 
cockpit and navigates with controls that are a cross 
between a car’s and a jet’s. The SSC has three sets of 
brakes: flaps that rise from the body to create drag, 
a parachute that flies out the back, and a set of wheel 
brakes to bring the car to a complete halt. So just what 
does it mean to be going 1,000 miles an hour? It’s the 
same as shooting down four football fields in one sec¬ 
ond. In other words, it’s blink-of-an-eye fast.

You’ve heard of animals that paint. Most of these “works of 
art” are just paint splattered on paper, an activity to keep 
the critters from getting bored. But Kanzi the bonobo 
actually gives titles to his paintings, something almost 
unheard of. As he was starting to paint one day, he asked 
his caretakers at the Great Ape Trust for some watermelon 
to eat. (Kanzi communicates with humans through a series 
of symbols on a chart that represent words.) While he 
munched the snack, his caretakers noticed he only painted 
with red, green, and white—the same colors as the water¬ 
melon. But just in case caretakers couldn’t tell what he was 
painting, the bonobo actually named the work “Watermelon” 
with his symbols! Caretaker Susannah Maisel says this 
behavior gives insight into Kanzi’s intelligence.“It shows 
that his paintings are more than just colors on a canvas,” 
Maisel says.“He really puts thought into what he’s painting, 
just as a human artist would.”

People do a double take when they see Yoda the cat. That’s 
because Yoda was born with an extra set of ears. A restaurant 
owner was trying to give the cat away but had no takers 
because of his odd look.“The customers seemed almost fright¬ 
ened of him because he looked so weird,” says Ted Rock, who 
adopted Yoda.“But I thought he was the cutest kitten I’d ever 
seen.” Veterinarian James Antonicic says Yoda’s second set of 
ears are actually just extra skin, developed when his ear flaps 
split into two before he was born. “He can’t hear out of them,” 
Antonicic says. “It’s just extra skin in a nifty spot on the top of 
his head.” Yoda’s real ears work just fine, which the family dog 
knows all too well.

Proud papa-to-be Manny goes bonkers trying to 
get rid of pointy branches, sharp rocks, and any¬ 
thing that might harm his precious calf.“He wants 
to babyproof nature,” producer Lori Forte says. 
But a real woolly mammoth wouldn’t have been so 
concerned, expert Jeff Saunders says. Similar to 
modern elephants, male mammoths lived apart 
from females and their offspring. In real life, Ellie 
and other related moms-to-be would have wan¬ 
dered north, where there were fewer predators. 
But then Ellie wouldn’t have Sid to babysit for her. 


Diego loves his peaceful, adopted family. 
But he can’t squash his killer instincts 
and streaks off after a gazelle. “It’s a 
high-speed chase,” says producer John 
Donkin. Is that how a real saber- 
toothed cat would have hunted? It 
depends on the species, says expert 
Larry Martin. “One sabertooth called 
Homotherium was long-legged and 
might have tried to chase down a 
gazelle," he says. Diego is more stocky, 
like a sabertooth species called 
Smilodon. Its short legs wouldn't have 
been fast enough to chase down 
speedy prey. Instead it waited in the 
bushes to pounce on dinner. 


Sid wants so much to be a dad that 
he adopts three abandoned eggs. But 
when the eggs hatch, Sid finds himself 
cuddling baby dinosaurs who think he’s 
their mom. It's doubtful that a real 
baby dino would have mistaken another 
creature for a parent, says dinosaur 
expert Peter Makovicky. However, some 
modern hatchling birds do “imprint” on 
the first animal they see, following this 
“mom” and begging for food. And most 
scientists agree that small, meat-eating 
dinos were ancestors of today’s birds. 
There’s just one problem: Sid’s “kids” 
may want more than worms to eat. 


Dinos 

roaming and 
roaring in a forgotten 
underground world?

In the dinosaur world, a hardheaded ankylosaur 
uses its clublike tail to mash and smash, send¬ 
ing even Manny galumphing for safety. A real 
ankylosaur also likely used its tail as a weapon, 
Makovicky says. Paleontologists think the dino 
probably defended itself by swinging its tail like a 
side-to-side wrecking ball. Manny must be jealous. 
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ith a flick of 
its fluffy tail, 
the elusive red 
panda curls into 
a ball. Poof! It’s 
the wildlife 
equivalent of 

Harry Potter’s invisibility cloak. Now it 
looks like just another bump on a log 
in its misty mountain-forest habitat. 

So it’s no wonder that when conser¬ 
vationist Brian Williams trekked 
through Himalayan foothills in search 
of red pandas, he saw fewer of these 
raccoon-size animals in a month than 
you’d find in one afternoon at the zoo. 
“Seeing them in the wild is rare. You 
remember it vividly,” says Williams. 

From the tufts of its fuzzy white 
ears to its red-ringed tail, each 
red panda is roughly 12 pounds of 
concentrated cuteness. When it’s 
not dozing in a tree or curled into 
a cozy ball for warmth, the animal 
spends its time clutching bamboo 
branches and chewing tender shoots 
and leaves. 

Unfortunately, these darlings of 
the bamboo forests are in great 
danger. And if they don’t get help 
soon, the red panda’s disappearing 
act might become permanent.

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The red panda lives in chilly, foggy bamboo forests that cover 
the foothills more than two miles high, set against some of the 
tallest mountains in the world. Long ago, the animal developed 
adaptations for this environment. Its dense fur and cloaklike 
tail, for instance, keep it warm during snowy winters. Its body 
is built for climbing into the thinnest branches, which helps it 
escape leopards, dogs, and human hunters who poach red pandas 
for their soft fur. The red panda has a thumblike sixth digit for 
grasping stalks of bamboo, its main source of food. 

The animal is at home here, and few places seem as remote 
and safe. But as more towns surround the red panda’s mountain 
forests, more of this habitat is chopped down for farming and 
firewood. Researchers estimate that the animal’s range has 
shrunk as much as 50 percent over the past two decades.“Panda 
habitats that at one time were connected to each other through 
the forests now end up confined to isolated mountaintops,” 
says Miles Roberts, a wildlife biologist at the National Zoo, in 
Washington, D.C. “Think of them as little islands of red panda 
populations without any links to each other.” 

Because they eat so much bamboo 
every day—up to 30 percent of their 
body weight—red pandas need about 
two square miles of forest for each 
animal. As their territory butts up 
against the edges of these habitat 
“islands,” pandas are running out of 
room—and food.“They can’t get out 
and establish their own home ranges,” 
says Roberts. “They’re stuck.” 


High in a tree in eastern Nepal, a red 
panda plans its escape route. The 
panda is trying to get away from 
Williams. And it’s taking its time. 
Switching its gaze from Williams, who’s 
watching from the ground, to every 
avenue of escape, the red panda finally 
settles on a plan: It quietly bolts down the tree and into the thick 
underbrush. It took the panda 90 minutes to reach this decision. 
“These are cautious animals,” says Williams.“They want to be 100 
percent sure of what they need to do before they do it." 

The red panda’s slow reaction time is due to its diet. Bamboo 
doesn’t provide red pandas with very much energy. As a result, 
they can run only in short bursts before becoming tired.

The red panda’s sluggish nature can doom it when facing a 
predator. With little energy or muscle to fight back, the panda 
can only hope for an easy escape up a tree. But the red panda 
is finding fewer places to take cover from a greater number of 
predators, such as the dogs that watch over cattle herds. 

Conservationists are working to change the way people view 
the animal. Williams founded the Red Panda Network, which hires 
local “forest guardians” to keep an eye on the pandas, replant 
bamboo, and spread the word that tourists will spend lots of 
money to see red pandas in the wild. 

Other plans are in motion, including a switch to more 
modern heating methods so that villages will stop cutting down 
forests for firewood. Ranchers are learning better ways to raise 
their cattle, which use less land for grazing. The Red Panda 
Network is working to create a huge stretch of bamboo forest 
in which several vulnerable species are making their last stands. 

All of these efforts are a good start when it comes to saving 
the red panda.“The real hope,” says Roberts,“is finding ways that 
people and the animals can live compatibly.”

You might think twice before biting 
into one of these, er, unusual sand¬ 
wiches, drawn by NG KIDS readers.
